Response to Amendment and Remarks 

Applicant's arguments, see amendment, filed 6/30/2005, with respect to Office Action 
mailed 03/30/2005 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The USC 103(a) rejection of 
claims 16, 17, 20 and 21 as being unpatentable over USPN 4, 177,500 in view of USPN 
5,833,350 has been withdrawn. The USC 103(a) rejection of claims 26 and 28 as being 
unpatentable over USPN 5,412,542 in view US 2004/0120152 has been withdrawn. Applicant 
has canceled claim 25 and amended independent claims 16, 26 and 28. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 
16, 26 and 28. have been amended to add the limitation "an LED drive circuit/boost converter". 
The art of record does not disclose, teach or suggest the aforementioned limitations in 
combination with the other limitations of claims 16, 26 and 28. In particular the Nicholl patent 
does not disclose, teach or suggest " at least one light emitting diode in electrical communication 
with corresponding electrical circuitry; a local electrical energy source for supplying electrical 
energy to said at least one LED; an LED drive circuit/boost converter, and the power sensor"as 
recited in independent claims 16, 26 and 28. as amended. 

The combination of limitation aforementioned are not found or taught in the art of record. 
Claims 17-24 and 27 depend from these claims and are allowable for the same reasons. 

Claims 29-38 were allowed in the previous Office Action.
